"I never i-ealized how well off most people arc in the 
United States until I saw how some other people live," 
he continued. "Just coming back to this country makes 
me want to give tlianks every day for \\hat we Jiave 
here." 

— Perhaps the above may serve as an answer to those 
who are full of gloomy prophecies about the post war 
era. 

Tiiat era may very well l)e one of unrest, of upset 
traditions and unsettled spirit — but with, many of the 
young men coming back from foreign service with an 
enhanced appreciation for their homeland, and a firmer 
determination that it shall remain a great and good 
country, the future does not look too dark.
